Both Throats Cut From Ear to Ear--A Ghastly 
Spectacle Which the Neighbors Were Invited 
to Look Upon This Morning. | 


Following the horrible example set by 
Johnny Parker, Henry Drees, a German 
teamster living at No. 2340 Mullanphy street, 
murdered his wife and then took his own life 
last night. At 10:50 this morning 
the announcement was made at the Coro- 
ner’s office through the police telegraph, and 
ten minutes later a Post-DISPATCH reporter 
was at the scene. <A crowd of horrified 
neighbors flocked about the gates leading 
to the house. In the middle 
one of the three rooms in+which the 
family lived the bloody corpses of husband 
and wife lay. His body was stretched along 
beside a heating stove, with his hands rest- 
ing on the foot-board of a sewing machine. 
The woman lay inthe bed, the covering ot 
which was soaking with blood. The wallon 
the nerth side was spattered with blood, as 
was also the head of the couch. 


THE FAMILY 
consisting of mother, father and five chil- 
dren, Louis, aged 11 years, Willie, 10, Lizzie, 
7 years, Melia, 6 years, and the baby, Min- 
nie, 2 years, lived in three rooms on the first 
floor of a two-story brick building, rear 
of No. 2340 Mullanphy street. 
The principal room, fronting on 
the aligy running east and west between 
Mullanpby and Howard streets, was used as 
a.sitting-room and\parlor. The family had 


only moved into the present abode about two 
months ago and this was stil! carpetiess. The 
next or middie room was used as 
a bed-room. In the southeast corner 
was a large, old-fashioned bed, dressed with 
old German plaid ticks filled with feathers. 
In this Louis and Willie slept. In another 
in the northeast corner Melia slept. A _ bed 
in the northwest corner of the room was used 
by the husband and wife and the baby 
Minnie. The man slept on the side 
nearest the stove and the baby next to the 
wall. This was also covered with old-coun- 
try quiltings and ticks and, notwithstanding 
the gory appearance it presented to-day, 
gave evidence of great cleanliness and neat- 
ness. ‘This morning the quilts and coverings 
were ° 
SOAKED WITH BLOOD. 

The woman lay with her head leaning 
against one of the corners of the foot-board, 
imbedded in the clothing, which was stiff 
with the clotted gore. Her night gown was 
covered to the hem with her own blood, 
which had drenched the quilt, which was 
partially wound around her body. 

HIS CORPSE 
lay just beside the bed. Ona chair near the 
head his jeans pants were hung out on the 
floor. Near by lay his two woolen stockings. 
On the mantel was his pocket-knife, a large 
bone-handled instrument, a razor strop 
and case and aie nickel. The only 
furniture in the room was an open sew- 
ing machine in the middle of the floor, three 
chairs and the heating stove, on the top of 
which sat a coffee pot. Next to this is the 
kitchen, through which the middle room is 
reached. The unfortunate: children were 
taken charge of by the neighbors when 
the discovery was made by the German lady 
living upstairs. From the following stories 
the details of the trag dy were gleaned. 
OTTO FARENHURST, 

a boy of ten_years, when questioned, said: 
“Louis and Willie and me go tothe Hamil- 
ton School and I always go down stairs for 
them. At a quarter to 9 this morning I went 
down to get Louis and Willie, but I 
couldn’t get into the kitchen the door was 
locked. went around to the side window, 
and Louis and Willie, Melia, Lizzie and the 
baby were there. The boys and Lizzie wee 
crying. I hollered to them, ‘What’s the 
matter?’ and Louis said the door was locked 
and they coulan’t get out. I went up stairs 
and asked my mother fora knife to cut 
away the ice from the _ window _ so 
that they could come out. I didn’t know 
that there was anything the matter in the 
room. I told mamma to come down, and af- 
ter a while she took our key and went down 
stairs.” . 

The boy’s mother here took up the story, 
giving the facts in German, as she could only 
speak broken English: 

“My littl boy came =up_ and 
told me that the children 
were locked up down stairs. I did not be- 
lieve that there was anything wrong. 
thought that their mother had gone out and 
locked the children in until she would re- 
turn. When Otto told me the children were 
allerying Itook the key of my door and 
went down. It fitted the doors down stairs, 
Iknew. WhenI opened the middie room 
door I was 

ALMOST FRIGHTENED TO DEATH. 

Blood was scattered over everything. 
Blood was allaround the body. The chil- 
dren ran tothe door and I teok them up 
stairs. I then ran out and called the officer, 
whom I met on Cass avenue. I didn’t hear 
any noise at all last night, although we 
sleep in the room directly over the one that 
they slept in. think he must 
have done it some time during the night, for 
I didn’t hear anything whatever. They 
were continually fussing. Every night they 
had trouble. We could hear the disputes in our 
room. I did not hear any fuss last night, 
though. He used to lock all the doors at 
night when they went to and 
hide the key. This was because 
he was jealous of her 
but he had noreason. She was a good wo- 
man Thelast time I saw her was about 8 
o'clock last night. I saw her going down to 
the cellar after some pickles. She spoke 
leasantly and [ didn’t think there was any- 
hink the matter. I don’t remember what 
she said, but I know it was just some pleas-

The boy was sitting in Mrs. Farenhurst’s 
kitchen playing with Otto Farenhurst and 
discussing the merits of a. pair of club 
Skates, the property of his playfellow. Al- 
though eleven years of age, he is dull and 
apparently uneonscious of the horror of the 
occasion. After plying him with questions, 
he told 

THE FOLLOWING REMARKABLE STORY: 


“Last night we went to bed early. I don’t 
know what time it was, though. Willie and 


‘ne sleep in one bed and Lizzie and Melia in 
another; Minnie, the baby, slept with my 
father and mother. When I went to sleep 
my father was sharpening his razor on the 
strop. He had his shoes off. My mother 


was at work at the machine. 
When I woke up the lam 
was burning on the mantel. 


Some noise. woke me up, and. I heard my 
mother holler. She didn’t say any-word, but 
she made a noise like this.” [Here he gave 
the utterance to a sound resembling as much 
as he could a groan.) “I saw heron the bed. 
She ,was laying just like she is now. I 
didn’t know that my father cut her then. 
He was at the side of the bed. 
He got - and then I turned around. 
When I looked again he was jumping in the 
air, and he hollered something. He didn’t 
Say any word vither, and I can’t holler like 
he did. Then he fell on the floor near the 
sewing machine. Thelamp was burning on 
the mantle. I saw the blood then and I got 
up. Iwentover to the bed and Minnie was 
still asleep. Her dress was all full of blood. 
I took her up, and that made her wake up. I 
got blood.on my hand from herdress. I took 

er out of that bed and took her dress off 
and laid it on that bed, and I took her over 
to our bed. Willie woke up then and Minnie 
began crying. I tried to raise the window 
and push the shutters open, but 
the window was frozen and 
Is couldn’t raise it at all. 
Minnie was crying andI told Willie to get 
his valentine. He got it and gave it to Min- 
hieand she went to sleep while she was 
playing with it. Then Willie went to sleep 
andso did I. When I woke up this morn- 
ing the wind had blown the shutters open 
and I looked for the key again, but I couldn’t 
find it. Lizzie and Melia both woke up then, 
and so did Minnie. As soon as 
they saw motherand father they began ery- 
ing. 1 don’t know whattime that was. I 
guess it was about8 or9 o’clock. Jt was 
daylight and I got-up and blew the lamp out. 
Then Otto Farenhurst came tothe window 
and called meto goto school. We both 
go to the Hamilton. Otto went up 
stairs again when I told him that 
I cou'd not get out. Then Otto’s mother 
came down stairs and let us out. That’s all 
I know aboutit. I don’t know why father 
killed mother.” 

Here he went back to the examination of 
the skates, at which he was engaged when 
the reporter interrupted him at first. 

“What time did you first wake up?” 

“I don’t know. I didn’t look at the 


clock. I don’t know what woke me 
up either; it was some noise. 


Father and mother were both dead before 
I went to sleep, I know.” 

“Did you speak to your father or mother?” 

“I didn’t speak tomy mother. She didn’t 
say anything but holler. When my father 
fellon the floor I hoilered to him ‘Papa, 
papa, papa’ three times, but he didn’t hear 
me. He was dead already, I guess.” i 

“Why didn’t you call for Mrs. Farenhurst 
when you woke?” 

“Oh, IL never knew her key fitted our 
door.” 

‘Were you afraid?” 

Pe (wasn’t scared. Father -was dead 
en.” 

“Why didn’t you call for help?” 

“I told Willie to holler. 1 was minding 
Minnie, and she was crying right loud then, 
too. I wanted to get her to go to sleep. again, 
and that’s why I told Willie to get his valen- 
tine and give it to the baby.” a 

**Didn’t you see the blood on_ the floor and 
: nowt ae know your father and mother was 

ead : 

“Yes, 1 saw the blood on my mother, but I 
didn’t know where he cut her. I didn’t see 
any blood on my father though at all. When 
I gotup this morning though and put out 
the lamp, the floor was covered with blood. 
I stepped into it when I was walking to the 
mantel. Isawthe bloody razor near the 
bottom of the stove too.”’ 

‘Was your father at work yesterday ?” 

“No, he was home yesterday ; he didn’t go 
to work. He went to work on Monday. He 
had two teams. My cousin drove one team. 
They hauled hides. Yesterday father was 
sick. He hada sore on his leg and went to 
the doctor and the doctor told him that if he 
got drunk that sore would get all 
over his body. He used to 
get drunk last summer, but he had to stop 
drinking on that account.” 

THE WEAPON, 
with which the bloody work was done is an 
old-style, black-handled Wade & Butcher 
razor of thé largest size. When turned over 
to Officer Crump the blood on it had clotted, 
holding the blade and handle at right angles, 
just as it fell from the grasp of. the 


desperate man. On the _ corner of 
the mantel nearest the bed lay 
a large white-handled pocket-knife with 


which he apparently at first intended to do 
the deadly work. Under this lay a five-cent 
piece, the only money found in the room. 


MRS, AL. HAHMAN 
said Mrs. Drees was her sister, and had been 
married to Henry Drees for fourteen years. 
Her name before marriage was Henrietta V es- 
terfolke. She was about 32 years old. For the 
first year or so of their married life they got 
along very nicely, but after that Henry was 
always quarreling and made his home un- 
pleasant. He was very jealous his wife, 
and they were constantly quarré ing. He 
never attempted to perpetrate any bloody 
act until the present time, but Henrietta had 
complained more than once that he had tak- 
en her by the throat and tried to choke her. 


while the reporter was interviewing Mrs. 
Hahman said: ‘“‘Yes, once, he choked her 
and she fell upon the floor and lay there for 
awhile.”” Mrs. Hahman explained that he 
had nearly choked her to death 
on that occasion, which was about two 
months ago. Last summer Drees became so 
abusive and threatening in his manner that 
his wife left him and remained with her sis- 
ter for eightdays. Drees came to see her 
and pleaded with her to return to him, prom- 
ising to be good and not to make any more 
trouble. She went back to him and -he kept 
his promise for two weeks, but at the end of 
that time he began his old tricks. She knew 
they had frequently — since, but that 
was all; she did net know until the terrible 
news was carried to her this morn- 
ing. Drees owned two teams and 
was employed by the Kessler & vanning 
company. He had no real estate but ha 
saved up about $7,000 or $8,000 which was in 
bank somewhere, Mrs. Hahman did not know 
where. They had lived at Twelfth and How- 
ard prior to moving into Languish’s house, 
two months ago, Drees has a sister living 
at Fourteenth and Benton; she was married 
to Koenigkramer, the man who suicided by 
umping into a well some months ago. 
Koenig ramer’s was also a case of jealousy. 
Mrs. Hahman went into the room where

was to be seen, took a brief, swift glance at 
the man on the floor and the pool of blood in 
which he was lying, and then looked inquir- 
ingly at the tossed and blood-spattered bed.

“It’s a terrible sight,” said Dr. Nidelet, as 
he turned Drees’ body over and looked at the 
gaping wound in the throat.”” He was bound 
to make a good job of it, wasn’t he?” 

Rave severed the wind-up,” somebody sug- 
gested. 

“Severea_the wind-pipe!’ The Coroner 
repeated, “I guess he did; he severed every- 
thing; all the vessels are slit; he couldn’t 
have made a completer job of it.” 

It was a frightfal gash, extending from the 
right ear almost to the left, and being almost 
4 or as the length of an ordinary razor 

ade. 

“Now, let us look at the woman,” said the 
Coroner. 

Her face was buried in the _ soft 
mattress, at the lower corner of the bed. and 
she was lying on her left side, with her arms 
doubled under her. The wall at the inside 
of the bed was spattered with blood, and 
there was almost a continuous streak of red 
from the depression in the pillow where 
the wife’s head had rested, diagonally across 
the bed and down in astraight line to the cor- 
ner in which the head was lying. The Cor- 
oner noted the condition of everything and 
then said: 

“THERE WASN’T ANY STRUGGLE. 
She was lying there asleep when he cut her 
throat. The actawakened her. She rose tu 
her knees and then felloverin the position 
she now occupies. That’s all there was to it. 
Take hold of that arm.” 
The last remark was addressed toa police 


officer, who took the dead wom- 
an’s fright hand and _ assisted the 
Coroner in lifting the body so that 


the wound could be viewed. It was a horri- 
ble sight, when the head was turned back 
and fell as if it would part from the body. 
The gash was deep enough to have been 
made with an axe, and Drees must have 
put all his weight on the weapon when he 
drew it across her throat. 

‘He nearly cut her head off,” the Coroner 
remarked as he allowed the body to fall back 
into its orginal position. 

A search through the clothes of the de- 
ceased and through the bureau drawers 
brought to light no writing explanatory 
of the tragedy. The razor-strop, box and a 

ocket-knife, the use of which had probably 
en contemplated, but was afterwards 
abandoned, were found on the mantel at the 
side of the bed. 
THE LITTLE GIRLS’ STORIES. - 

As soou as the news of the tragedy had 
spread, Mrs. Wm. Rohde,the daughter of the 

rs. Sirp, who is a most intimate friend of 
the dead woman, went over to 
the hoyge and took two of the little girls, 
Lizzie a2 Amelia, home wit her. 


The girls, were found by a 
reporter in Mrs. Rohde’s room on Howard 
and Twenty-third street. Mrs. Rohde 
said she did not know the family very inti- 
mately, but her mother did, and all she 
knew about them were the rumors she 
heard in the neighborhood of Drees’ temper 
and bad treatment of his wife; she had gone 
to the house when she heard of 
the event and @ad brought away the 
girls. The girls were quite bright-looking, 
aged eight and six years. They did not seem 
to realize the terrible shadow that had been 
cast over their home, although the youngest, 
Amelia, had been crying. Ameiiadid nearly 
all of the talking, as ber older sister did not 
want to talk about it. The little girl, 
in a prattling way, said that she 
had waked up early, when it was dark, and 
heard her brother Louis teil Willie that papa 
and mamma were dead, that Louis called 
pape and didn’t get any answer. She said 
izzie slept, and they all lay in bed until it 
was light; then they all got up and 
dressed, and Louis looked for the key 
to open the door and he said it was hid. She 
said she ~ heard her papa scold her mam- 
ma the night before, because she wanted to 
go out, and he had locked the door and hid 


the key. 

“Did your pe often scold your. mamma 
or beat her?” she was asked. 

“Yes, he did: he hit her and cursed 


her; once he called her a—— of a . 
Whenever she wanted to go out, or went out, 
he got mad and sometimes he went after her. 
He killed her because she went up to Aunt 
Sirp’s yesterday. He was mad and went af- 
ter her.”’ 

Lizzie, the older girl, corroborated Ame- 
lia’s story, and said when her mamma want- 
ed to go out on Sunday her papa would 
not let her, but cursed her, and her mamma 
cried. She said Louis was making the fire 
when the door was opened. 

MRS. MINA PLOGER 
keeps the house on Mullanphy street where 
Mrs. Sirp lives and where Mrs. Drees often 
visited. She was foundin great consterna- 
tion over the news. ‘‘I tell you,’”’ she said, 
“that was anawful man. Why, one night 
this winter 1 heard a tapping at my window 
and I found Mrs. Drees out in the cold 
and rain, and she asked to be let in because 
her husband was following her, and she was 
afraid of her life. I let her in and she hadn’t 
any more than got inside, when he came and 
wanted to get in, but 1 wouldn’t let him. He 
cursed his wife and said he would kill her 
because shé was running with some man,and 
{ told him he lied, and to goaway. He was 
up here again yesterday, and 1 told him if he 
came again I would have him arrested, that 
he was a fool. But Mrs, Sirp, up-stairs, 
knows all about it.” 
MRS. MARY SIRP 

was foundin her room, with two of the 
children, weeping bitterly. ‘“‘I tell you she 
was a good woman, and he was an awful 
bad man.. I have known her for ten years, 
and she lived with me three years.” 

“How did her husband treat her?” asked 
the reporter. 

“Oh, he always was jealous of her, and 
beating, cursing and quarreling with her. 
She often told me that he threatened to kill 
her, and I heard him say that if he ever 
found anything be about her he would 
kill her. He treated her so mean that she 
left him summer and he per- 
suaded. h to come back. Night 
before last they were both up here, 
and he said That they could not live together 
long, and he came after her yesterday morn- 
ing when she came to see me and they went 
away together. Thatisthe last [| saw of 
them. He sometimes watched her for hours 
and would sometimes sneak up here to try to 
catch her when she was not looking.”’ | 
**Did he have any cause to be jealous?’’ 
“Not a bit. She was one of the best 
women I ever saw, but if a man looked on 
her ne accused her of going with him. She 
was always a good wife to him.” 

Coroner Nidelet will hold an inquest over 
the bodies either late this evening or to-mor- 
row morning.

Inconvenience Felt in Southern 


Part of City. 


Startling Revelation of Condition of Comp- 
ton Reservoir--The Bottom Lined With 
Filth and Mud--Danger to People From 


Drinking the Water. 


The water famine in the southwestern 
portion of the city, which has resulted from 
the scarcity of water in the reservoir at 
Compton Hill, has assumed a serious char- 
acter. In most of the houses west of Second 
Carondelet avenue and south of Park 


avenue the- people have been un- 
able to obtain sufficient water for domestic 
and business purposes, Mannfacturers 
in the district mentioned. who feared last 
night that they would be forced, for lack of 
water, to limit their operations, if not abso- 
lutely to cease them. They have not been 
incunvenienced to the extent that was 
threatened yesterday, but the danger has by 
no means been altogether averted. A Post- 
DIsPpaATcH reporter this morning visited a 
number of the breweriesin the Southwest- 
ern part of the city for the purpose of ascer- 
taining the degree of inconvenience resulting 
from the water famine. Mr. Anthony Sr., 
member of the firm of Anthony & Kuhn, 
stated, in reply to inquiries, that his brewery 
was not altogether dependent upon the city 


tor its water supply. ‘We have,’ 
SAID MR. ANTHONY, 


“a large well, which, in cases of emergency 
like the present, eaices for nearly all our 

Lbout one-fourth of our wa- 
er supply is obtained from the city, the rest 
we get from our well. No, we have not been 
obliged to shut down in any department, but 
Iam afraid thatif it were not for our well 
we should have been obliged to do so during

Mr. Charles F. Schneider, of the Schilling 
& Schneider Brewing Company, whose 
buildings are in the immediate vicinity of 
An thony & Kuhn’s brewery, stated that his 
brewery had not as yet suffered any incon- 


venience from the searcity of water. 
Mr. Schlosstein, president of the Green 


Tree Brewery, made the same report. “But,” 
said Mr. Schlosstein, “we have not had 
enough water at my house for our necessi- 
ties. Not nearly enough. My neighbors 


all around me make the same complaint.”’ 

“How are they getting enough water to 
carry on the operations of the household?” 

“Oh, they get it the best wav they can, 
‘from cisterns and wells in the vicinity 
mostly.” 
THE MANAGER OF THE ANHEUSER-BUSCH 
Brewing Association informed the reporter 
that on account of the scarcity of water they 
had been obliged to quit work in the 
refrigerating department and in a part of 
the brewery. “We have not discharged any of 
our men, but we have been obliged to find 
employment for them in other departinents. 
Of course the inconvenience is serious, but 
itappears we have to make the best of cir- 
cumstances.” 

Mr. Wm. J. Lemp, proprietor of Lemp’s 
brewery, stated that yesterday afternoon  & 
feared he would have io shut down. - 

“We did quit work in one malt house,” 
said Mr. Lemp, “but last night we 

umped water into our second story 

rom the water pipes, and thus we 
have been enabled to pull through for the 
resent. I think,” said Mr. Lemp, “that if 
he city had another reservoir, say at Comp- 
ton Hill, this danger would not have come 
upon the citizens. The Board of Public Im- 
rovements and the Mayor have repeatedly 
rought this matter to the notice of the 
Municipal Assembly, but the Assembly neg- 
lected to appropriate the funds necessary for 
the building of additional Waterworks. It 
is true the city is going to build an addition, 
but it will be a long time yet before it will be 
completed.”’ 
THE CONDITION OF THE RESERVOIR. 

While riding down town in the Chouteau 
avenue car this morning, Mr. R. L.Downton, 
of the Downton Manufacturing Company, 
gave a opp of the Post-Dispatcn the 
result of his investigations into the Compton 
Hill reservoir. Mr. Downton has the usual 
business man’s dislike to publicity or notor- 
jety of any kind, but he said that in the face 
of the outrage which was inflicted on the 
aaa of St. Louis by their city government, 

e wanted the widest publicity given to the 
facts which had forced themselves on his at- 
tention. 

“What outrage do you refer to? The sale 
of the ice?” 

“No, I don’t think so much of that: 
selling a thousand tons of ice or so 
at 16 cents aton toa felloy who sells it on 
the spot at $1 50 is a small swindle, but it is 
not worth mentioning beside the positive 
danger-to the health of the community re- 
sultmag from it.”’ 

“How is that!” 

‘*There was just six inches of water under 
the ice, and under that there was two feet 
of foul and filthy deposit that has been 
stirred up by the removal of the ice, and that 
is now being sold to the people as pure 
water. I poked a stick down through two 
feet of it this morning and found no 
bottom.” 

‘Is it anything more than mud?” 

“It's nothing like the yellow. sand and 
clay which comes down with the 
high water. It’s a black, foul-looking, foul- 
smelling stuff, the deposit of all the refuse 
and dirt of years. In plain English, it stinks. 
They are stirring it up and. sending it 
through the pipes to be drunk. Taik about 


malaria, that stuff is malaria, it’s fever, it’s | - 


typhoid, it’s condensed death.” 

“Are you going to call for a meeting orf 
’Change?”’ 

“It am not one of the call-a-meeting-on- 
’Change kind, but I have attended meetings 
on ‘Change that were called for much less 
serious matters than this. Public opinion is 
the only way in which you can reach these 
fellows, and I tell you, if they were made to 
understood just what their fellow-citizens 
think of them their ears would burn. Think 
of the dishonesty of it. They make a con- 
tract with me to furnish me with water, 
charge their own price and collect in ad- 
vance, and then, through their own Bad 
management and incompetency, not only fail 
to keep their contract, but afgravate their 
failure by turning on liquid poison. A fine 
example of honesty they set the citizens in 
their dealings with the city. I tell you, 
young fellow, the Post-DISPATCH can’t do 
any better service to the public and to itseif 
than by ventilating this matter, and agitating 
it and giving fullinformation aboutevery de- 
taii of the whole business.” 

MR. OHM’S STATEMENT. 

Deputy Assessor and Collector of Water 
Rates Charles W. Ohm stated that there 
have been but few complaints of a scarcity 
of water at headquarters to-day. Mr. Ohm 
describes the condition of Compton Hill 
reservoir as very bad. The water is so low 
as barely to cover the mud at the bottom of 
the basin. At9 o’clock this morning there 
Were three feet of water in the reservoir.

THE WATER FAMINE, 

The failure of the water supply which is 
to be ascribed to the results of bad building 
and bad plumbing, is a proof that the alleged 
inspection of building work and of plumb- 
ing work in this city which is supposed to 
be provided by ordinance does not exist. In 
order to save a few dollars in the first cost of 
building, water pipes are run along exposed 
walls, thin pipe isused, it is not properly 
cased or protected, and when we have a cold 
spell half the pipesin the city are frozen. 
As soon as they are thawed out and the 
leaks patched up and the plumbers’ bill paid 
the indignant householder gets even with 
the world by opening his water cocks at 
night and wasting as much water as he can: 

What is the remedy for the waste of water? 
lt is very hard toapply a remedy. ‘To rec- 
ommend stringent inspection to a city which 
isnot able to enforce lax inspection is like 
recommending jumping for a weakness of 
the legs which prevents a man from walking; 
but unless we can enforce an inspection of 
plumbing when first put ina house it is fu- 
tile to think of the second improvement, 
which is the use of self-closing cocks, such as 
are prescribed in other cities. Without these | 
remedies we must expect the citizens to let 
their water supply run to waste whenever 
a severe winter threatens to freeze the pipes. 

It is not pleasant to think that in case of a 
big fire St. Louis would lose in an hour the 
cost of the additional pumping engine we 
need. It is almost equally unpleasant to 
reflect that if the coming summer should be 
hot, as the summers are apt to be after a cold 
winter, we shall run.out of water at just 
those hours of the day when a bath is most 
needed and at which the lawn sprinkler 
is expected to play. Without water and 
without streets St. Louis will be in very 
much the condition of that part of Texas 
which the enthusiastic settler described as 
lacking nothing except fresh water and good 
society, whereby a sardonic listener answer- 
ed him: “My friend, that is all they want in 
hell.” 


Tue Republican this morning feels called 
upon todefend Gov.

A Sorry Spectacle in the House--The Elective 
Bill--Doings of Our Solons at the State 
Capital. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON City, February 7.—A full re- 
port of the debate to-day that preceded the 
engrossing of Farris, bill to repeal the entire 
chapter of the statutes on immigration would 
make an admirable Republican campaign 
document. Speeches have beém made on the 
‘“‘moss-back” order before, but Cranmer, of 
Cooper, Anthony, of Madison. Farris, of 
Ray, Wingo, of Dent, and Longan, of Pet- 
tis, rather lowered the record to-day. The 
last named eclipsed his associates 
when he said that the class of emigrants, at- 
tracted to this State by “bureaus and 
boards” were the scum of foreign lands, who 
came to the State only to people her jails, her 
work-houses and her poor-houses. While 


the member from Pettis was delivering this 
tirade, untrue as it is—for the experience of 
all Western States is that nine out of ten of 
the imigrants from the German countries 
come here with money enough to buy small 
farms, and poor old Ireland sends not tramps 
and vagrants, but men with brawny arms, 
ready and wiiling to build railways 
and till) the land—I picked up a newspaper 
and my eye struck the following paragraph: 

“Belleville, Ill., has her buildings Sata 
by steam supplied by subterranean pipes, her 
streets are lighted by electricity, her public 
library 1s free and she has just awarded a 
contract for water-works to cost $150,000.’’ 

Now, Belleville is a prosperous little city 
of 15,000 souls, of Whom 10,000 are of German 
birth or parentage. The founders of that 
town were immigrants, and were attracted 
to this country by “bureaus” and “‘boards.”’

used. The burden of the speeches was the 
old song, which has been the curse of Mis- 
souri, and, to some extent, her large cities— 
‘natural advantages.” One speaker after 
another whined out, “‘Let the people come 
and till our soil and develop our mines and 
enjoy our wealth, but don’t ask us to pay 
them for coming.’’ Cranmer, of Cooper, said 
that he did not believe in dragging a man 
into a State. He had noticed that when some

Bonham of Andrew, Kent of St. Louis, and 
Ellerbe of St. Louis county made an eftort 
to stem the tide of prejudice, but in vain; 
the bill was ordered to engrossment bya 
vote’of 91 to 26. It is hardly fair to say that 
this vote isa fair showing. Some members 
voted for engrossment who desired time to 
prepare arguinents on the bill when it comes 
up for passage, and others may have voted 
for engrossment out of compliment to Far- 
ris, the author of the bill. who always makes 
good speeches; yet the vote shows that 
unless some very radical change of heart is 
experienced, the immigration movement will 
secure its death-biow. Walton, Brooks and 
Ryan voted for the repeal, for the reason that 
they have a pet bill contemplating the for- 
mation of a State board, composed of cer- 
tain State officers, the only clear feature of 
which seems to be the granting to the Secre- 
tary of State an additional $500 per annum 
salary. Jones and Curtiss voted also for the 
bill. As these gentlemen are generally on 
the side of progress and Jibéral administra- 
tion, their votes are surprising. All other

On 
his face not only had he a heavy bushy beard 
and whiskers similar in every prepare tou the 
hairy family at the Court of the King of 
Burmah, who also came from the same re- 
gion as thatin which Krao and her father 
were found, but every part was thoroughly 
enveloped in hair. Thelong arms and the 
rounded stomach also proclaimed his close 
alliance to the monkey iorm, while his power 
of speech and his intelligence were so far de- 
veloped that, before his death, he was able 
to utter a few words in Malay.” 

Assuming the accuracy of these statements 
and of this description, little Krao of course 
at once requires éxceptional scientific impor- 
tance. She would at allevents be a living 
sroof of the presence of a hairy race in 
arther India, a region at present mainiy oc- 
cupied by almost hairless Mongoloid people.

On account of the butter- 
wilk and salt it contains it seorches and 
burns when subjected to a high or long- 
continued heat. This renders it unfit for the 
eooking of many delicate dishes. This 
tendency can. however, be much lessened by 
rubbing the frying-pan with a small muslin 
pay filled with prepared beef suet. 

Lard is the common, well-nigh universal 
frying material in America, because it 1s 
cheap and to be had in every nook and cor- 
ner of the land. Its free use has caused 
many a dyspeptic stomach. If used at all 
only the best leaf lard should be employed 
and rendered out by steam or boiling water 
so as to avoid the burnt taste it gets if ren- 
dered out on the open fire.

The last act inthe terrible Parker tragedy 
was closed this morning when husband and 
wife, the murderer and his victim, were laid 
side by side in the same grave, torest until 
the higher tribuual judges between them. 
Poor Nellie Parker’s body lay in a room of 
Patrick Monahan’s livery and _ undertak- 
ing establishment on the corner of 


Seventh and Wash streets. The remains 
were robed in a neat brown habit and were 
lying in a plain walnut coftin. The features 
of thedead woman were life-like and as 
calm and placid asif nothought of misery 
and crime had troubled her peaceful sleep. 
The tired, worn hands. which had toiled 
cheerfully to comfort the man who 
had ruined and destroyed her young life were 
folded at rest over her bosom, and between 
the thin fingers some kind friend had placed 
a bunch of simple flowers. A numberof 
persons, either from curiosity or friendship, 
were gathered around the coffin. Parker’s 
body was lying at the house of 
his parents, 1324 North Ninth 
street, in a dingy front room. When 
the reporter arrived at the house Mrs, Par- 
ker, his mother, was sobbing wildly and 
frantically over her boy’s coffin. The bene- 
fits of the church were denied the murderer 
and suicide, but his Catholic parents had 
erected a simple altar with candles burning 
on it at his head, and around his neck was a 
white cord with a_ card attached bearing 
the letters Or i? com- 
mending him to the mercy of the 
last high court. His little child was crowing 
Reoteey in @ cradle in the next room. 
rowds of the people in the vicinity and of 
his associates, male and female, came in to 
take a last look at Johnny. 
The funeral was set for 90’clock, but it was 
half past when the hearse containing Mrs. 
Parkers remains arrived at the house and 
was joined by her husband’s cortege. The re- 
mains were intered in the same grave at 
Cavalry Cemetery, with the consent of both 
families. No services were held either at the 
house or at the grave.
